London, Aug. 2.— The Dally News in a 
leader eaya : "Tho document relating to 
the condition of tho Christians in Turkey, 
published in New York by the Evangelical 
Alllanco is of the utmoBfc importance. The 
AmorioanB 1 sharo therein ia peculiarly ac- 
ceptable because Amorioa has absolutely no 
political intorcBta in Turkey. It goea to 
prrvo that nothing 1b bo futilo as to entrust 
tho Turks with administration. Ab it is, 
oho Powora have accepted tho nomination of 
Shnkir Pasha as tho guardian angel of tho 
new reforms, a man whoso chief exploit 
ia tho organization of that dreadful 
nomcdic cavalry, which is only 
Kurd with tho government stamp." 

The correspondent of tho Tinios at Shang- 
hai telegraphs that a commission under 
Consul Tratman, cho oompoBition of whloh 
cannot be regarded aa adequate, hus been 
ordered to go to Chen Tu to inquiro Into the 
recent riots there, in whloh it was feared at 
ono timo that the British and American 
missionaries had been killed. 

Sir Thomas FranciB Wade, K C. B, G.C. 
M.G. who died at Cambridge to day was 
born about 1820 and entered the army in 
1838, serving afterward* in China and elao- 
'•here. In 1S-13 ho was appointed inter- 
preter to the garrison of Hong Kong, and 
wau for many years in tho government ser- 
vico in tht country, during whioh he 
acquired a familiarity with tho native 
character and language. In 1871 he was ap- 
pointed Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary and Chief Superintendent 
of British trade in China. Ho was advanoed 
to the rank of K.C.B. In 1875 for his exor- 
tioriB In negotiating important treaties with 
the Chinese government and obtaining trad- 
ing facilities in that empire He retirod on 
a pension in 1883. 

A Vienna diBpfttoh to the Standard says 
that Prof. Alois Schmidt, of Komata, 
Bohemia, climbed Mount Trigallav in tho 
Corluthian Alps without a guide. Ho fell 
and was killed. 

Tho medical oongreea dined at Quoen'a 
hall thia evening, Baron Halabury, the 
lord high chancellor, toasted tho guests. 
Among those who responded was Dr. Keene 
who In a cordial speeoh expressed the 
pleasure of the Americans ab their visit to 
England. Prof. Reynolds presided. 

The Daily News Berlin dospatoh Bays 
that the two Russian towns of Grayiowa, 
near the Prussian frontier, and Sleclechow 
Radon, havo been burned. In the burning 
of the latter seven men perished. 

Count Monterra, chief of tho Cuban re- 
form party, In an interview upon the state 
of affairs in the island of Cuba, says that 
operations against the Insurgents would be 
commenced in earnest during the autumn 
and that beforo tho winter set In the rebel- 
lion wonld be over. The Insurgents, he 
added, were short of ammunition and the 
leaders lucked prestige. The prinoipal 
thing to do, in the opinion of Count Mon- 
terra, is to watoh tho coast to prevent out- 
side help from reaching tho insurgents. The 
Count said that public opinion in tho in- 
terior of the island Is opposed to the insur- 
rection and that this feeling Is inoreasiug. 

Pievious to the deoiaion being arrived at 
to hold tho nexb session of the International 
Geographical Congross in Berlin, the Nor- 
wegian explorer Borchgrevimk oonoluded 
his aocount of tho voyage which he made to 
the Antarctic rogions, and Baid ho believed 
thab thoro existed in the extreme South a 
great oontinonb having an area of about 
eight million miles and containing many 
animala unknown to the inhabitants of 
tho Northern hemisphere. In oonolu- 
sion ho said that tho time was 
now rlpo for an expedition to thoBO regions. 
T.io congrcBB passed a resolution to thooffoob 
that the exploration of tho Antarctic regionB 
formed tho greatest work still to bo under- 
token, and that in view of tho a'ddition of 
knowlodgo to every branch of science which 
would result from such exploration the con- 
gress doBlres tho scientific societies of bho 
world to urge in tho moat effective manner 
that tho work bo undertaken beforo the close 
of tho century.

HOLMES INTERVIEWED. 

The Man Accused of Many Murders Explains 
the Presence of the Bones and Other 
Circumstances. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 1. — H. H. Holmea, 
being interviewed In reference to bho find- 
ing of the human bones In the Chioago 
"Castle," tho Clgrand and other mysteri- 
ous transactions, said : " Evory person who 
has known me is awaro I am a 
doctor by profession. It la also known 
perfectly woll in Chicago bhab thoro was a 
restaurant in my building, No. 71 Wallaco 
streot during tho World's fair. At that 
time there were lots of bones from fowls 
and othor cookod animals thrown outside 
tho buildirig. Lots of these bonce, no doubt, 
found thoir way to tho cella.. During tho 
time I lived in tho building I brought 
several cadavers there for scientific and 
pecuniary purposes. This may account for 
bho bones the Chioago poliao say they havo 
found. In spoaklDg of the Emilino P. 
Clgrand mystery, Holmes sai : " I employ- 
ed Emilino Clgrand in May, 1802, as a type - 
writer. I ongaged her from ono of tho reg- 
ular Chiongo typowriter bureaus. Sho ro- 
mained in my employ until October, 1893 
Sho was a good and virtuous girl as far us I 
know. A respectable business man and 
a personal friend of mine knows 
that tho girl was olive and woll ono yoar 
after sho left my omploy. If Bhe la doad 
sho haa gone to heaven." Continuing, 
Holmes said : " I regard Pat Quinlan, my 
former j initor, in tho light of being porso- 
cutod. I pity hia unfortunate poaition. Tho 
treatment of Pab by tho dotootivoa in Chi- 
cago is unjust. He has nothing to confess, 
This I declare positively." 

Holmes then took up and discussed tho 
disappearance of Mrs. Connor, Minnie Wil- 
liams, tho Pitzel ohlldron, B. F. Pitzol and 
Ed. Hatoh. Ho Bald : " Of Mrs. Connor I 
know little, Sho and her husband rented 
rooms from me. I beliovo sho had trouble 
wit-h her husband. Sho left my plaoo. I 
hud no interest in kooping track of her."

THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 

Opening of the Case for tho Province of Ontario 
Before H. IT. Privy Council. 

London, Aug. 1.— (Spooial)— Before the 
Judicial Committee of tho Privy Counoil to- 
day there was a strong array of counsel to 
argue the appoal of tho province of Ontario 
against a decision of the Suprome Conrb as 
to the right of tho province to regulate 
the trafiio and manufacture of liquor. 
Mr. J. J. Maolaron, Q C. , on bohalf of the 
province spoko at great length, citing many 
caseB to support tho contentions of tho pro- 
vince. Lord Watson, u mombor of tho 
committee, remarked during tho courso of 
Mr. Maolaren'a address, thab it was ques- 
bionable whether tho Dominion parliament 
should lose so great a power to hand it over 
to the province, and further said that Bomo 
of tho arguments advanced by Mr. 
Maclaren oontained no force. Hon. 
Edward Blake was presenb ropresenbing tho 
Brewers unrl Dlstillors Association of On- 
tario and was prepared with an address, but 
ib uppoars as if ho would nob bo required to 
deliver in. Mr. Haiden, M.P., is associated 
with Mr. Maclaren. Messrs. Nowoombe, 
Christopher Robinson, Sir Oliver Mowur, 
.-Emiliua Irving, C. W. Moss, N. W. 
Hoylea and other loading counsel uro also 
preBonb reprosonting tho several interests. 
At tho closo of Mr. Maolaron'a address the 
further hearing was adjourned until to-mor- 
row morning. 

RAINS AND CLOUD BURSTS. 

Colorado, New Mexico and Wyoming Visited 
—Heavy Destruction of Life and 
Property. 

Denver, Aug. 1.— Colorado haa boon 
viaited for two days with the most disastrous 
rains and oloud bursts in tho history of bhe 
state. At Golden Gulf all trains are tied 
up beoause tho track up Clear Creek canyon 
had been washed out in sevoral plaooB, and 
four bridges wore carried away. The town 
of Socorro, Now Moxlco, was inundated by 
a mountain stream on Tuesday and hund- 
reds of people were mado homelosB. Six 
members of tho Durano family woro 
drowned. Tho loss is estimated ab ono 
million dollars. A disastrous cloudburst 
occurred on Tuesday nighb ab Casper, 
Wyoming. A freighter and family named 
Nowby, oamped on Garden creek, were In 
bod whon the flood oame upon them, and 
without a moment's warning they were hurlod 
into a masB of water and debris. Mr. 
Nowby only escaped. 

Ab Catskill, in New Mexico, the Rod 
river wenb on the rampage, bridges were 
washed and several families had to flee for 
their lives. From a score of othor poiubs on 
bhe mountain cornea reports of heavy rains 
and oloud bursts. Travol on all the moun- 
tain roads Is interfered with and it will be 
weeks before the damage to some of them 1b 
repaired, 

A freight train on the Florence and 
Cripple Creek railway was caught In a land- 
slide and derailed near Adelaide, A suc- 
cession of oloud bursts ocourrod ab tho head 
of Eight Mile Creek, about twelve miles 
north of Adelaide. Three lives were lost 
and four employes of the railroad were in- 
jured in a collision. Prosident Johnson, of 
the Florenoo and Cripple Creek railroad, pab 
large forces at work to-day repairing the ex- 
tensive washouts caused by the cloudbursts. 
It is believed thab the road can bo reopened 
in about ten days. The damage to railroad 
and other property is estimated at $35,000. 
The supposed death list of eight at Adelaide 
is now reduced to throe. The three train- 
men who wore caught in the flood are now 
said to have escaped.

Sudden Death of Foresters' Delegate, 
Winnipeg, Aug. 1.— During the session 
of the Suprome Court of Independent Fores- 
ters to-day, Dr. John McConnell, a delegate 
from Toronto, died suddenly soon aftor leav- 
ing the meeting. The body was found in 
the lavatory on the floor. 

Suortls, the Accused Murderer. 
Montreal, Aug. 1.— Judge Dugaa and 
J. N. Greenshielde, who havo boon In Ire- 
land for some timo past taking evidence in 
the Shortiacase, will Bail for home to-mor- 
row. They have examined thirty wltnosaos 
in all. Three of these swore that Shortia, 
whilo residing in Waterford, Ireland, had 
fired several shots at them on different occa- 
sions. They had mentioned nothing of these 
occurrences until two years later, not even 
to their families. 

lake Ontario's Low Water. 

Toronto, Aug. 1. — The depth of water 
in the bay is still on the decrease and is be- 
coming alarming, There are only nine feet 
of water in tho Western gap, while the 
course to the island has to be pioked out so 
finely that several of the ferry boats will be 
taken off in order to run no risks. Yester- 
day the water had fallen to the lowest mark 
known to the Harbor Commissioners. 

Supreme Court of Foresters. 

London, Aug. 1. — Ab the Supreme Court 
of Foresters, Oronhyatekha, tho Supreme 
Chief Ranger, made the biennial report in 
tho presence of the American and Canadian 
delegates. Committees woro elected and 
the court was changod from biennial to bri- 
eanial. 

MUZZLING THE PRE8S. 

General tie Campos Prohibits the Publication 
of Unauthorized News— Daring Pro- 
ject of Cuban Sympathizers. 

Havana, Aug. 1.— Captain-Gonoral Mar- 
tinez do Campos haa issued tho following 
proclamation : " Thero being instances, 
often and repeatedly, in which tho prcsa 
publishes faote, news and correspondence 
which mislead public opinion and tend 
to favor the work of tho insurgont force and 
to damage that of tho nutional army, I avail 
mysolf of the right that tho articlo of the 
law of April 3, 1870, bostows on me, and I 
decroe tho following : 

Article 1— It la absolutely prohibited to 
publish news referring to tho campaign 
whon ib is not of official origin. 

Article 2— The staff ofncurB will hand to 
tho press the news and facts, the publicity 
of which is not included in the above clauao. 
(Signed) Campos, Cienfugos, July 29 "

Philadelphia, Aug. 1,— Tho Evening 
Bulletin to-day has tho following: Ao a 
secrot meeting of Cuban sympathizers in 
this city yestorday a daring projeob was re- 
vonlcd. Ib was nothing less than a plan to 
steal the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius from 
League Island navy yard, man her with a 
orew of picked men and send her to Havana 
to lay Moro oastle in ruins and seal 'oho fato 
of Spanish dominion in tho gom of tho Antil- 
les. Tho scheme has caused a great doal of 
exoitoment, Tho moro ooDBorvativo Cuban 
Americana donounoo it and its projectors, 
and warned those present not to allow them- 
selves to countenanco tho idoa, which would 
only tond to wean bho sympathy of the 
American poople from tho insurgents' oaueo.

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TO FIND GOLD. 

Where the Valuable Metal Is To be 
Expected ami Looked 
for. 



Valuable Suggestions for the Prospec 
tor of Base as well as 
Precious Ores. 



(By H. S. Osborn, LL.D.) 

Io studying tho geologic aepoct of this 
subject and making the practical application 
of our knowledge to the search, we may 
state that the original position of gold must 
havo beon in great depths. From these 
depths it haB been brought up by tho up- 
heaval of the granitic rocks, and, perhaps, 
along with basaltic and other intrusions 
shob up from immense depths. In ths course 
of ages tho attrition aud breaking down of 
those higher or uplifted lovols and the long 
continued floods, rains, and the waves of 
ancient ocoans and other disintegrating 
forces which producod the sedimentary 
rocks, at the sama time liberated tho gold 
which was incapable of decomposition. The 
gold thus found new and varied resting 
places in tho sedimentary rocks ot 
various ages and in all tho conditions which 
the surface might assumo. 

(The quartz rocks are neither igneous nor 
eedimoutary, but ure supposed to have beon 
in liquid form aa solutions of silex, which, 
daring long periods of tlmo gradually de- 
posited tho sllex and whatever they con- 
tained, tho water disappearing by evapora- 
tion or absorption. 

Frequently, cellular quartz has boon found 
with gold within tho cells, tho material 
which surrounded tho gold having become 
decomposed, and, thus releasing tho unde- 
composed gold, the latter is found in tho 
cells of the quart/. 

Gold, therefore, is to bo expeotod and 
looked for in granitic regions and in those 
rocks and from those gravels and sands 
which owe tholr origin to such regions. It 
requires much judgment, general oxplora 
tion and knowledge of tho region before the 
prospector ean, with probability, expoot to 
moot with gold, or beforo ho should bogin 
the search. But with a full knowledge of 
the goilogio condition of the country and 
acting in accordance with the abovo facts, 
the prospector will soon come upon traces of 
gold if any exist. 

Beside the general instruction given 
abovo, considerable study should be given 
to the peculiar and seeming irregular do 
posits of gold where it does not appear to 
have been washed down from any higher 
levels. For insbance, in California and 
some other distriots free gold has been 
found in drifts and sands in the beds of 
streams which have not only been filled up, 
bub have baen buried under regions of Band- 
stone or other rocks, but the whole country 
apparently has been raised, or the surround- 
ing region has sunk so aa nob bo show any 
very considerable elevation beyond whore 
the gold deposits have been formod. But 
even in this oase tho general rule haB 
been shown to be correob, for these deposits 
have been proved to be in the beds or chan- 
nels of ancient rivers, whioh had either been 
dried up and overflowed by vast orupbiona 
of lava or basalb, and again by floods bring- 
ing new soil and creablng sedimentary rook, 
or the oonntry has been raised, or subsi- 
dence of a great extenb of land has taken 
place. In many oaseB, however, no subsi- 
dence haB occurred, bub only overflow and 
filling up through ages, and the actual 
souroe3 still remain elevated. 

Such events as we have just describod, do 
nob transpire without leaving, in some parts, 
traces or features or material, which, to the 
practised eye of a skilful prospector, are 
evidences of some such improvements and 
changes, and he may proceed to make a suc- 
cessful opening only after he has carefully 
oxamined a large tract of country, for it is 
from extended survey thab he may the more 
wlsoly judge of the relation of superficial 
parts to tho greater depths of even email 
areas. 

Theso rooks whish lie more immediately 
over tho granite and which, although they 
owe their origin to a sedimentary condition, 
have been subjected to boat and heated 
waters, as is supposed, wo havo called 
"metamorphio rocks." Bub they have 
been, probably, firab formod from 
the disintegration of the most ancient rocks 
and have brought with them fragments 
of gold. These metamorphio rooks have 
been ohanged from ordinary sedimentary 
rook by the aotion of heat and by presauro, 
and the influence of such treatment may be 
iuspeoted by their appearance as crystalline 
in their composition, that is, the fine grains 
whioh compoBO them, as well as tho larger 
grainB, are angular, whereas the materials 
of purely aodimontary rocka are fine and 
without angular shape. Tho larger part of 
granito is supposed bo have been metamor- 
phio or chttDged, as tho word means, or 
" altered," merely by the action of heat in- 
to a crystalline form or mass. 

Tho igneous rooka aro those whose forms 
are duo to having boon tnoltod and driven to 
tho surface through fissures in tho overlying 
rooks. They are variously composed of 
feldspar, hornblondo, little quartz, with 
comparatively small proportions of othor 
substances, and aro called by varloiiB names 
according to tho composition. Tho meta- 
morphio granite contains quartz, feldspar, 
and mica, the igneous granite contains iittle 
or no quartz. Syenite-granite contains 
hornblondo in place of mica. Sometimes 
the mica ie very black, as hornblende is, 
and in that case may bo distinguished from 
the lattor by its more easy cloavage, 
as wo havo shown, under a sharp 
ponknifo ; this black mioa is tho kind 
that is doaoribod as blotlto. There is a 
syonito which contains no quartz called 
hypoayenite. Those rooks aro not tho 
original homo of gold, but at present ib 1b 
very largely In these metamorphio rockB 
that tho most paying gold is to bo found, 
more especially in tho quartz veins which 
havo intorsooted those rocks. Ono, there- 
fore, of the most important studies of tho 
proapootor is to acquaint himself familiarly 
with tho appoaranoe, the locations, and the 
departures of theso metamorphio rocka. In 
many places where tho alluvial gold, derived 
from tho gold-bearing gravols, has almost 
ceased to be worth working, bhero atill re- 
main sources undiscovered, and theso 
sources may probably bo traood biok ovon 
yob to some oac-OTup or to some ancient 
elevation now being subsided. 

The abovo remarks are applicable to ex- 
plorations for other motallio ores than gold. 
They apply to silver, and especially to tin 
ores, and with some modifications to copper 
orea, and alao to quicksilver. — WoBtorn 
Mining World.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouvkk, Aug. 1. — Numerous Van- 
couvoritos havo recently reaohed the sum- 
mit of Mount CVown, directly opposite Van- 
oouvor. Last night a bonfire was lighted on 
the top by Messrs. Shaw, Robertson and 
Henry. At the highest altitude tho snow Ib 
forty feet deep, and some of tho aaoonta are 
extremely difficult. There la little animal 
life on the mountain. Edwards Bros., 
photographers, have some oxcollont views 
taken on tho summit. Whilst the photo- 
graphers wore on the topmost peak a 
tremendous landslide occurred 100 yards 
away, badly frightening them and hasten- 
ing their decent. This landslide took away 
one of the two peaks on tho summit.

EVIDENCE ACCUMULATING. 

More Deeds of Darkness Alleged to 
Be the Work of 
Holmes. 

Noxious Gases That Were Evidently 
Used to Make Away With 
the Victims. 




Lhtle Rook, Ark., Aug. 1.— Conviot 
Allen being Interviewed to-aVy, Baid : "My 
name U Ciildwoll, but I havo passed under 
the aliases of Allen and Osgood, and wag 
known at Fort Worth often ub Maaoot. I 
can unravel the Fort Worth swindle if I am 
paid for it, and I can show that Minnie 
Williams waa not murdorcd. I heard from 
her a few moutha ago, and Bhe is afraid to 
come to this country." When reminded 
that in turning state's 'evidence Quintan 
might put him in a bad place and corviot 
Holmes, ha said, with some excitement : 
" Quinlan shall never be allowed to have 
Holmes hanged, for of the two Holmes is 
more of a gentlemen, and as for mo lie does 
not know anything. If he did I would have 
left the country." Allen seemed much at- 
tached to Holmofi, and aaya that ho will not 
testify against him in a criminal suit, bo- 
oauso Holmes nlways treated htm well. He 
denies ever actuating the alias of Hatch. 

There ia hardly any doubt bub that the 
man Pratt, mentioned in a recent Topeka 
dispatch as having lived there, and H. H. 
Holmes Bre one and the samo man. Allen 
or "Mascot," the cjnvict in priBon, says 
Holmos went by the name of Pratt in Texas. 
Allen spends most of his timo reading the 
newspapers. He said, " I know Pat Quin- 
lan. Ha cimo to Fort Worth whon Pratt 
(Holmee) and I were il-.ero, but would not 
take charge of things booause of tho shape 
thoy were in. Lym»n (Pilzel) acted badly 
there. Ho drank a great deal and became 
infatuated with a daBhing widow. Pratt 
had with him then a woman whom he called 
Jeanotto. I knew all tho time his namo was 
Holmes and also knew that ho had fivo or 
six living wives. I travelled a great deal 
with him and we both visited tho Hot 
Springs together. Holmos had tho moat 
winning ways towards women of any man I 
ever saw and never mixed up with any that 
were not good looking. He was also mild- 
mannered, cour eons and affable towards 
men." Thorn was a moment's pauso and 
" Mascot " continued, "but I am not going 
to toll what I know untii the thing is fixed 
to suit mo." There iB perhaps no manner of 
swindling that Allen is not familiar with 
Some people believe that he ia engaged in t 
sliok attempt to gain his liborty by barter- 
ing his knowledge of HolmeB' criminal car- 
eer, a knowledge that m*y have lo bo taken 
with a grain of Bait. 

Chicago, Aug. L. — Arrangements havo 
baen complotcd for taking tho tostimony of 
John C. Allen, the Little Rook, Aik , con- 
viot, which is expected to conviot H. H 
Holmes of murder. Chief of Police Bidenoch 
is not particularly enthusiastic over tho 
Little Kock end of the investigation. 
"Alton maybe able to convict Holmes," 
■aid the ohief, "but I do not regard it as 
oertaiu." Attorney Capps declared that his 
statementa regording the convict had been 
exaggerated " I am not certain this man 
can oonvict HolmeB," he said, " I am hope- 
ful, hovover, and will go to Little Rock to 
investigate." 

Holmes, not long ago, asserted that Hatch 
took the Pltzsl children to Toronto in com- 
pany with Minnie Williams, and that if he 
could be fonnd he would clear up the 
mystery of their death. Detectives work- 
ing on tha case in the West have evidence 
that Hatch oame West after the visit to 
Toronto, and was caught Btoaling horses in 
Arkansas. 

Workmen began yeeterday to saw away 
ths cedar vat where it is said Holmos 
manufactured gas, to see if there ia any 
connection botween this vat and the big 
tank uncovered cn Monday evening. Ex- 
periments with the liquid found in tho 
bottom of the vat in tho collar of Holmes' 
house show that whenever mixed with ben- 
zine or keroBone it emitted a vapor so deadly 
that no human being could live in it. 
Whether or not Holmes used the vapor for 
suffocating his victims ia not known, but 
tho police aro inclined to favor such a 
theory. 

Holmes, whon questioned by Chief of 
Polioo Bidenoch, aaid ho was hired by a 
man named Allen to go to Fort Worth, 
Tex. Quiulau had previously claimed that 
he had no knowledge of any crime com 
mitred by Holmos, although he had ad- 
mitted that in Fort Worth he mot and 
knew a man oalled Mascot. Now that 
Allen and MaBcot are practically 
proven to be one and the same 
man, Quinlan's contradictory BtorieB 
haro placed him in a still worso light. 

Tho police have disoovored the moans by 
which the mark of a woman's foot became 
printed on tho inside of the vault door. 
While examining tho oil under the micro- 
scopu tho export got some of the oil on hia 
hand, and lator placed two of hia fingers on 
an iron plate in tho laboratory. In a short 
timo afterwards ho noticed that tho marks 
of his fingers were distinctly visiblo on tho 
iron, and all efforts to rub it off were futilo. 
A test of tho acid oil was thon mad:', but a 
finer teBt on this point Is to bo applied. The 
explanation of the footprint on tho iron 
door is that ono of his alleged victims in her 
struggloe upaeb tho bowl of oil and placed 
her foot in tho liquid, which hud run over 
the floor, and then in her strugglc-H, placed 
her foot against the door, leaving the toll- 
tale mark. In addition to tho o her teste, 
an efforb will bo nv*de to-morrow to see if 
tho vapor given off by the liquids will burn. 

The police were to-day Informed that at 
tho time that Holmos was first supposed to 
have left Chicago he did not go any further 
away than tho stookyarda district, where he 
kopt a restaurant under tho namo of H. H 
Howard. He employed a number of young 
women waitroBseB, and is said to havo had a 
now force nearly ovory day. Among them 
wero two girls who csme from Wisconsin 
A few nights after they began to work the 
neighborhood waB startled by female soroams 
coming from tho Howard restaurant. Sev- 
eral mcii ran to the building and were in 
Urno to meet tho two girls us thoy rati >)'<it 
bf the hall which led into tho houafi. They 
wore clad only in thts'ir night clothes, and it 
Waa some mlmHCaboforotheycou'dbequioted 
enffioiently K> tell their story. They aatd they 
had been 'sleeping together, and had bofji 
nwaketted by a man who gained an entrance 
to their room, and who had plaoed a whito 
broth over tholr '(diss. Tho oloth 'j»d been 
'saturated with c'Uorofnrm, they thought. 
Noighbora toot tho two girls in and cared 
for tbom, ona before tho police had an op- 
portunity' bf arresting .Howard he disap- 
peared. > 

Hani* Walkor, of GreenBburg, Ind., is 
now boliovod by his friends to have boon a 
vlotlm of Holmes. Walker, ib is said, was 
indii'aed by Holmes to havo his life insured 
f )r?JlO,000 In Holmes' favor. Ho came to 
Chicago and In November, 1893, wrote to 
friends that ho wan at work for Holmes.

Pat Quinlan waa given a two hours' ses- 
sion, in the sweat box to-day, but tho result 
was unsatifactory. He gives no cvidenco of 
woakening, and stubbornly sticks to hia 
statement that ho knows absolutely nothing 
of any killing. The polioo roceivod word 
to day of tho mysterious hauling away from 
tho Holmos' houao at night of several largo 
boxes. They wore taken from the "Castle" 
during HolmeB' roBidenoo there, and soverol 
detectives wero dotailed on tho new lead in 
the oaao. 

Tho pulice acknowledge to-day their com- 
plete defeat so far in their efforts to secure 
dircot evidence of murder ogainut H. H. 
Holmec Dozens of promising cIuob have 
been carefully investigated and witness 
after witness, who was confidently oxpocted 
to tell aii, hae been examined without result. 

Foht Worth, Tex., Aug. 1.— Alton, the 
Arkansas oonviot, who is ao anxiouB to tell 
hin connootion with tho murders, was at ono 
timo in the omploy of Holmos in this city. 
Allen went by the name of Mascot In this 
city, and it is bolloved oan toll a groat deal 
about Holmes and his transactions. Allen 
was an ex-convict from tho prison at Joliot. 
While HoImoB, or Pratt, as ho was known 
here, waB living in thiB city ho startod to 
put up a large building. In view of the 
recent developments in Chicago the author! 
tlea havo mado an investigation of the 
bulldinc, which loaves no room for doubt 
that he had planned it for a death trap 
One room at the top of the house has twelve 
exits by which a porson can escape. Ao on- 
closed chute runs down to the basement of 
tho building, in which a body could be 
transferred without any one being tho wiser. 
In tho basement a large archway had been 
built over tho sower In auoh a way that he 
could easily put in a trap door opening into 
tho sewor. Under the floor of the house 
was found a large pit, the intonded uso of 
which oan only bo conjootured. Holmes 
probably intended thiB building to bo 
used as he a'terwnrds used hia boueo in 
Chioago. 

Indianapolis, Aug. 1. — " I think we'll 
havo to wait uuiil Holmes tolls whore to 
find Howard Pilzil. He knowB and wo can- 
not find out." So Baid Detective Goyer, 
who has bsen in town over a week, hunting 
a house supposed to have been rented by 
Holmes while ho was hero. So fur the 
Bearch baB resulted in nothing, ond now tho 
detective says that ho haa not the slightest 
olow to work on. He oxpocta to bo recalled 
to Philadelphia Boon, and says that if the 
body of Howard Pitzel is found it will be 
because Holmes weakens enough to inform 
the officers what disposition was made of 
him. 

New York, Aug. 1. — A dispatch fro 
Boston statea that Holmes persuaded Mabal 
Barrett, an orphan IB years of age, to oomo 
to that city in July, 1893, ostensibly to se- 
cure a position. The Barrett girl went to 
Boston in answer to an advertisement for a 
companion, and waB lured into a house of 
ill-repute, from which she was rescued by a 
charitable woman. Through an advertise- 
ment she became acquainted with one Min- 
nie Williams, who is supposed to bo the 
woman Holmes is accused of killing in Chi- 
cago. All traco of Mabo! Barrett was lost 
after she left Boston. 

Wichita, Kan., Aug. 1.— The British 
vice consul at KansaB City has appointed an 
agent in this city to thoroughly investigate 
the career of Frank Pratt, whose criminal 
practices and advents bear a striking re- 
semblance to those of H. H. Holmes. It is 
bolieved by many hore that HolmeB and 
Pratt are identical.

THE NEW GOVERNMENT. 

Thero ia a good doal of apeculation both 
as to the nature of tho now Imperial Gov- 
crnmant and as to how it will got on. Is it 
a coalition or an alliance 1 and will the dis- 
similar oloments of which it ia formed blend 
together and make a harmonious whole or 
will it turn out o case of incompatibility 
both of temper and of prinoiple ? It can 
easily bo seen that if the different mem- 
bers of tho Cabinot aro tonaoious of thoir In- 
dividual opinions, if they are exacting and in 
the least disposed to bedisagreeable, the Gov- 
ernment will be the roverae of a happy family. 
Forbearance, self-restraint and .to a certain 
extent self-abnegation are virtues which 
they all, from the Prime Minister down- 
wards, will be required to practise. Mr. 
Stead, who probably know6 as muoh about 
the public men of Great Britain as anyono 
outsido tho political four hundred, in a 
lively and interesting oharoctor sketch of 
the members of tho now Cabinet in the July 
number of the Revlow of Reviews, speaking 
of tho influence whloh the Duko of Devon- 
shire and Mr. Chamberlain aro likely to ex- 
orcise in the new Cabinot, aaya that — 

" Thoy will bo disposed to claim at loust 
an equal voice in all disouasioiiB of the Gov- 
ernment with thoso of their Conservative 
colleagues. It will bo well indeed," he goea 
on to say, " if Mr. Chamberlain can 
bo induced to be contontod with 
this. During tho last Conserva- 
tive Administration Mr. Chamberlain 
and tho Duko of Devonshire exeroised from 
time to time outsido tho Cabinot an author- 
ity which thoy certainly will not wish to 
see diminished by thoir acoeptanco of diroot 
responsibility. 

" Thoro will spring from this of necessity a 
certain duality of mind in tho Cabinot which 
can hardly bo a source of strength, which 
may be an element of weakness, and which 
possibly may roBult before long in dis- 
ruption. Of only ono thing wo can be euro, 
and that is, aa long as the now Cabinot per- 
sists in tho negativo polioy of simply putting 
a veto oa Homo Rulo it will have no diili- 
culty in kooping togothor. But tho moro 
Homo Rule reoedes into tho background, 
tho moro diffiault will it be for Mr. Cham- 
berlain and Mr. Balfour to walk hand in 
hand. Tho union of tho Unionists haB indood 
no other basis^than this : — as all Irishmen 
aro Baid to bo against the Government what- 
ever it muy bo, so all Unionists aro 'agin' 
Home Rulo whatovor may bo tho meaning of 
that pbraBo. But as tho imminence of what 
thoy regard as tho Homo Rule dangor 
unitod them, ao whon Homo Rule recedos, 
and in proportion as Homo Rulo recedos in- 
to tho dim diatanco,tho centrifugal tendoncy 
which exists in all compoaito bodies moving 
at groat velocity through spaco will assert 
itBolf, and wo may have a Cabinet that does 
not know its own mind, bocauso it cannot 
come to a decision as to which of its two 
minds ia tho right ono. It may bo objootod 
to thiB that tho now Cabinot ia a body 
whioh, whatovor oIbo it may do or refrain 
from doing, will not move with 
too groab velocity in any direction 
whatovor, Tho instinot of solf-preBorvation 
will reinforce tho inertia common to 
all created things, and ministers will rooog 
nize ttB tho law of their bolng that thoy 
thould eithor do nothing at all or as little aa 
possible lost thoy go to pieoos in tho opera 
tlon." 

Very few, wo prosumo, will be' in 
olined to take Mr. Stoad aa infallible, 
but thoso who know anything of British 
journalism musb admib that/ ho ia 
shrewd nnd that IiIb analysis of tho oompo 
sition of tho Government and his forecast 
as to bho course whloh ib will bo safe for it 
to purauo are worthy of as much oonsidora 
tion aa thoso of moat journalists. Mr 
Stoad evidently looks upon Mr. Chambor 
lain aa tho disturbing olomont. If trouble 
Ib to come he will moat probably bo tho 
i causo of it. Hia description of tho Radical 



member of the present Government may 
not be exactly correct, but ib Is 
entertaining. Ho sees a good deal 
of resei .blanoe botween Lord Randolph 
Churchill and tho present Secretary of State 
for tho Colonies. "Alone," ho Buys, 
" among Lord Salisbury's oolleoguoa nine 
years ago Lord Randolph had energy, in- 
dividuality and idoaa. Mr. Chamberlain is 
equally notable in tho present Administra- 
tion. Thero ia a very strong resemblanco 
botweon the two men. Both regarded the 
world from tho circle of tho crown of thoir 
own hatB. No other two divided the 
univorso so distinctly into two sections, 
the I and tho not I — the ego and 
the non ogo — and probably no two men 
agreod moro absolutoly in bolioving that the 
importunce of tho ego transcended infinitely 
tho rest of the universe. Both found them- 
selves in a position of comparative soli- 
tude. No doubt Lord Randolph bad his 
followers as Mr. Chamberlain hia sympa- 
thisers, but praotically they atood alone 
eaoh in his own Cabinet. 

" Mr. Chamberlain, liko Lord Randolph 
Churohill, regards himself as tho statesman 
who haB to savo tho Cabinet, even against 
Its will, from porishing in the morass of in- 
action. It is not too much to say that Mr. 
Chamberlain, liko Lord Randolph Churchill, 
regards himself as tho vital soul of the 
Administration. Tho othor mbmbore who 
uro with him in tho Cabinot aro moro or less 
inort matter, which is without form and 
void until it has been breathed upon by the 
creativo goniua of the mombor from Birming- 
ham." 

Lord Salisbury, it is said, has a pretty 
good opinion of his own ability, and he is 
not backward whon oocuaion rcquiros to aa- 
serb his authority. It is woll-known how 
he sat upon Lord Randolph when his bump- 
tiousness becamo inconvenient and, indoed, 
offensive. Ho may, under similar oircum- 
stancos, treat Mr. Chamberlain in the same 
way and with tho Bamo result. It may be 
that Mr. Chamborlain, warned by Lord 
Randolph's fate, will be more discroot than 
thati unfortunate nobleman, and if ho does 
become truculent will chooao a more favor- 
ablo time to mako his " kiok." 



letter to tho Admiralty Captain McQuhBe 
described tbo sorpent as baiDg some "aixty 
feet long, of a dark brown oolor, with no 
fins, but something liko a mane on the back 
of its neck. " He aud hia orow saw it plainly 
as ib passed the vessel. In 1849 Captain 
Hon. George Hopa of the English warship 
Fly reported that In the Gulf of Mexico, 
" tho weather being porfcotly cdm and tho 
water transparent, he saw plainly visible at 
the bottom of tho Gulf a great eoa monster. 
It had somewhat tho appoaranco of an alli- 
gator, only tho neck was much longer and 
instead of legs or feet it had four fan shaped 
flippers similar to thoso on a turtle, tho 
front pair being larger than thoso behind. 
Ring stripes were about its body. Tho 
monster appoarod to bo following its prey 
at tho bottom of tho aoa, ita movemoutB 
being distinctly serpentine." 

Hero wo havo the ovidonce of two officora 
of the British navy, gentlemen of character 
and intelligence, aa to tho exlstenoo of tho 
"sea sorpent." And not only did they aeo 
it but tho crews of their vooeels saw it also 
and were roady to corroborate what their 
commanders had reported regarding tho 
oroaturo. 

Dotailod descriptions ore glvnn by m?.r>y 
porsono of aoa-Berpents which thoy in com- 
pany with others saw. Tho creatures were 
soon in broad daylight when tho observers 
by tho aid of glasses had good opportunities 
of obBervlDg them. It seems to us folly to 
oonolude thab these persona woro all lying 
or that they had boon deceived. Conse- 
quently when Capt. Hazard, of tho Nuw 
HampBhire, declared that ho and othore tho 
othor day saw off Falkner'a Island, about 
twelve miles oaBt of Now Haven, what ho 
describes as a " mighty Bnako plowing its 
way oaBtward about fifty yards distant," 
thero is no good reason to consider that he 
was oithor lying or laboring undor a dolu- 
sion. Tho pilot and the pasBongors also 
saw tho creature. Were they all lying or 
did thoir eyes dtceivo thorn';

A NEW INDUSTRY. 

A now industry haB been started in the 
Btate of Oregon. It is an establishment for 
the utilization of the unnecessary horses of 
the state. It is woll known that there are 
parts both of Oregon and Washington 
which are overrun by horses in a semi-wild 
state, of whloh no use could be hitherto 
mado. Thero was no market for them and 
they devoured grass which was nooded for 
feeding and fattening moro profitable stock. 
Some enterprising business men knowing 
that horseflesh is in request in some coun- 
tries as food and also knowing that tho fab 
and bones and hides and hoofs of tho ani- 
mals oould all be made ubo of, devised a 
sohomo for tho utilization of the unnecessary 
horses. They erected a large slaughter 
house and factory. Between five and bIi 
thousand horses wero purchased at very 
lotv prices. These horses wore corralled at 
the faotory and killod. Their flaBh was 
boiled to try out tho fat, thoir bones and 
tho offal of the establishment were converted 
into a fertilizer, their hides wore kept for 
tho tanner, their hams wero piokled to be 
sent to Europe, and tho rostof their carcaeoa 
wero converted into merchantable com- 
modities. It is oxpocted that the herds of 
cayunes, whioh havo becomo a nuisance, will 
in this way givo employment to many per- 
sona and be mado to add to the prosperity of 
the state. 

The processes nocessary to utilize tho ani- 
mals are not protty to look at or indeed 
agreeahlo to any of the senses. But, us wo 
all know, tho useful and the beautiful do not 
always go together. Tho people of tho states 
of Oregon and Washington are to bo con- 
gratulated upon tho proapeob of getting rid 
of what threatened to be a nuisance by Bonio 
othor means than that of wholesalo and meat 
nprofitablo slaughter. 

Nothing ib said at tho horse-utilizing 
establishment of unting horse flesh, and tho 
public aro informed that not a particlo of it 
ia permitted to bo taken from the promisee 
on any pretext whatovor. Thia rulo, though 
it may have diaippointod Bomo onterprisiog 
sausago makers, Wi ' mako tho minds of tho 
citizona of Portland and othor citios easy. 
Tho horse hams that aro proservod aro not 
to bo used on this continent. Thoy aro to 
bo exported to Europe, whero hungry people 
with loan purses oct thorn without a qualm. 
It is to bo hopod that tho fat ia used only aa 
a lubricator and by tho manufacturers of 
soap. It would be a dreadful thing if by 
any chance any of it found ita way to butter 
faotorioB.

If the word of 
tho organ of the Oppoaition ia not to be de- 
ponded on with regard to what is happening 
in this Province and almost in the neighbor- 
hood of Victoria, what value is to bo pluced 
on its accounts of what is alleged to havo 
happened in distant parts of tho Dominion '!

When called lb roid- 
nighb, ho turned out and Btartod to help 
heave up anchor. Tho eocond mate ordered 
him to pub more life in Mb work. Re- 
ceiving a surly roply he called for help and 
tho mato responded, and tho two started 
toward the man Co make him do as 
he was bid. A aculllo followed, and 
the second mato, E. S. Cook, was 
cut by tho Bailor, ouco in tho shoulder 
and again in the abdomen. Tho first named 
wound ia a slight one and will do no harm, 
bub Dr. WilliBon, who attended the wound- 
od man, is afraid that tho wound in the 
abdomen may prove fatal. Tho man's con- 
dition at the time of tho doctor'a arrival 
was ao Berious that Dr. Willisou would not 
order him to the hospital, but made him as 
comfortable as possible on board tho ship to 
be subsequently taken to hospital. Cun 
nlngham was brought aahoro by order of 
Britith Vice Consul Klocker who had him 
turned over to Marahal Bakor. Tho usual 
warrant waa not iseued aB the Thermopyhi 
is a British veaBel and Consul Klookcr's 
order la sufficient to detain tho man. The 
bark will remain here until the propor pro 
oeedlngs aro taken against Cunningham and 
a aocond mate procured.

Six stalwart sold- 
iers carried tho bier into the old theatre 
building, whore the servicoB wero conduoted 
under tho direction of Brigadier Gunoral 
Koppol, who Bpoke in glowing termB of bho 
work that had beon dono by the deceased in 
Viotoria. Then tho aoldierB sang Bongs and 
prayed for old ' Father Gray.' " Mr. Gray 
waa tho aonior momber of tho Haddington 
Island Stone Quarry Co. He waa horn in 
Albrams, Hertfordahire, Kag., Juno G, 1830 
and in 1872 wont bo Chicago.

A OORONER'S jury will to-day go through 
the formality of deciding how, when and 
in what manner A. J. Rowbotham, of thiB 
city, came to his doath some time yeatorday 
morning, although the faota of tho caao 
point strongly to auicido, Mr. Rowbotham 
has for many months been suffering koenly 
from melancholia. On tho nighb oi August 
G laat it will bo remembered that he waa 
found in a room over his atore on Yatea 
street, a bullet wound behind hiB right oar 
— ovidontly self infllated— sorloualy threat- 
ening hiB life. Rocovery waa alow and it 
waa nob until Ootobor that the unfortunato 
man waa able to appear in the polico court, 
where ho was formally charged with at- 
bempblng to commit suicide. The caBO wont 
to the higher court but never came to trial, 
the Crown entering a nolle prosequi. On 
that occasion Dr. Frank W. Hall, who had 
attended tho injured man, ooncludod his 
testimony with tho statement : "I troated 
him profoBBlonally until two or threo wooka 
ago, whon I saw no further necessity of 
doing bo. Mr. Rowbotham was thon aa 
well aa ho is now— aa well as ho can over 
hope to bo, for ho will novor rooovor." The 
knowlodgo of thia, coupled with hia buBlneea 
tnisfortuneB, havo since Ootober weighed 
vory heavily upon Mr. Rowbotham'a mind, 
and on moro than ono occasion ho has Bald 
in tho presence oi friende that tho "noxb 
time he tried it ho would make an ond of 
everything," clearly intimating hia fixed de- 
termination to end hia life. Ycaterday 
morning ho waa miaaed from hia homo on 
Herald atreot shortly after breakfast, and a 
Boarch being ioatitutod hia lifoloaa body was 
found ab about 10 o'clock in a closet) at the 
back of an adjoining unoccupied house. 
Tho ropo about the nook by which tho 
corpBO waa suspeudod indicated tho method 
adopted. When tho body was removed to 
the morgue aad the olothlng waa soarohed 
aB customary, lobtors addrosaed to Mr. D. 
Sponcor and to Mr. Baumann, of the Stoitz 
roataurant, woro found. Thero waB also u 
atatoment, app&rontly poncilled in a hurry, 
to tho offoco that tho deed waa commibtod 
because it offered tho easiest solution oi his 
troubles, and commending Lizzio, hia wife, 
to tho care of hia friends. These paporB 
woro taken possession of by tho police.

^^vilffe DON'T know what shfl 
will do, " said my friend, 
of whom I inquired alicrat 
a mutual acquaintance — 
a woman of fluo .smisibi li- 
ties and very iutolli^oui. 
By the death of her hxir- 
band she had jusl be i: 
thrown upon I lie world. "Hani us- it if 
for a woman to make her way anyhow, 
it is doubly hard for her — ]>asi uiidd?< 
age and for 20 years eomjie'led to (■ 
nothing. In her voting day.- slie 1. :ry 
have been n good toucher or milliner or 
dressmaker, but, the years have t'dd i i: 
her, and younger fingers are preferred. 
She. must starve while others live. " 

A few days afterward 1 met tlm wom- 
an herself. She was full of coimig^, al- 
tliongh she had been disappoinlcd on ev- 
ery side. She aslced my aid in llndiug a 
place, and shortly afterward 11 situation 
in an office at a very meager salary was 
mado for her. But the question came to 
me while I was thinking of her, "What 
can a, woman do — not a young woman, 
bnt one in middle age, whoso life has 
been among pleasant surroundings and 
leads np naturally to an old age — of 
quiet and comfort?" 

I found she can do a great many 
things if she starts in. The first thing is 
that which lies nearest to her, and the 
second that for which there is the most 
demand. Making crayon portraits, paint- 
ing on ribbons and vases may bo artistic 
and well sounding; writing for the 
press may be literary and fashionable, 
but neither is very good to get a living 
out of. The demand for the work is lim- 
ited and competition very sharp. More 
unpretentious work yields better profits. 

If a woman has a tasto for millinery 
work, or what is termed fancy work, 
she can make a living out of it. A wo- 
man who is good at hand sewing can 
get. plenty of work in tho larger cities, 
lint it is wearing and poorly paid. She 
may for awhile keep tho wolf from the 
door, but that is all. Liko caring for 
children ami repairing garments, it is 
at best a makeshift. 

I know a woman in a little town of 
perhaps 500 inhabitants whoso husband 
deserted her, leaving her penniless. Her 
father could not support her and her two 
children, though he took them home. 
She made a few loaves of bread and sold 
them among the neighbors. The cook 
stove was her oven. In a short timo sho 
had more orders than she could fill and 
advanced her prices beyond thoso of the 
bakers, of whom there were threo 
town. Her bread was worth more, and 
her patrons paid her price. Then she be 
gan to make cake, and tho sumo success 
attended her. In a couple of years she 
had a little house built out in tho yard 
and put in it a couplo of cook stoves, 
which she keeps going from morning till 
night. Sho is now in comfortable eir 
cumstanees, lives well and chesses her- 
self and children well and is not subject, 
to mi employer's exactions. 

I once knew a woman who did exactly 
this thing in ice cream. For her first, 
few batches sho had no freezer, a large 
yellow bowl and a dishpau doing serv- 
ice instead. Her 10-year-old hoy sold 
the six quarts she mado the first day. 
There were two ice cream saloons in 
town, but she simply supplied families 
and sold till she could make. She never 
became rich, but more than mado her 
expenses. 

Not many years ago a woman made 
some money by selling grated horserad- 
ish and pickles because that was her 
hobby. She started by-selling tohergro- 
cer, but in a year or two hired a man to 
go through the towns along tho lino of 
tho Michigan Southern railroad mid sell 
from house to house. When tit last she 
wanted to give up work, she sold her 
business to a company for a nice little 
sum. 

In a neighboring town not long ago 
the women of the Methodist church 
mado up their minds that the people 
would give more to tho Lord if he filled 
their stomachs than if he asked prayers. 
So they went to work gett ing food. One 
could make sponge cake, another wheat 
bread, a third Boston brown bread a la 
Boston, a fourth clam chowder, a fifth 
pies and so on. Each was to take out of 
the amount received the cost of materials 
and give the balance to the church. At 
tho end of tho month they met and re- 
lated their experience and found their 
treasury enriched by nearly ij^Ot). Out 
of this arrangement has grown such ad- 
vertising that many of these ladies have 
calls for their food now and are making 
money for themselves. Ono especially 
makes Boston brown broad twice a week 
and never has enough to supply tho de- 
mand. 

A great many people prefer wild to 
cultivated fruits, and a woman in Maine 
has profited by this preference. For 
many years she has sent to Portland 
from 100 to Ji00 quarts per day during 
tho season, at good prices, till eho has 
put herself in moro than comfortable 
circumstances. 

I have known a groat many men to 
fail in beokeopiug, but never a woman 
— possibly because sho does not oxpect 
largo returns. Ono whom I have in mind 
started keeping tho boos in the south 



porch of hr-r dwelling house in a thickly 
settled part of the city. Tho bees found 
flowers everywhere and brought in plen- 
ty of honey. There was no expense in 
lliug the product. Each hive produced 
from 40 to 50 pounds of surplus honey, 
and it was no trouble, to get 20 cents a 
pound for it, and tho work was nor ex- 
acting, except, for a few weeks in sum- 
mer. 

bo in raising chickens and eggs for 
the market. I recall now about 20 wo- 
men in the suburban villages who de- 
pend upon their chickens and eggs for 
support, They stinted in a small way — 
one had only threo liens at first — but 
soon sought larger quarters. Some of 
thein raise broilers only and live on vil- 
lage lots— say 75 by 150 feet — so as to 
bn close to market, Their eggs are al- 
ways fresh and average the year around 
from 25 cents per dozen and the chick- 
ens from 25 cents to 30 cents per pound, 
sold when they aro about 12 weeks old 
and weigh 2 ' w pounds each. The work 
needs close attention, but they find it 
profitable and independent, and it does 
not banish them to a lonely farm. 

Another woman I know makes a nice 
little sum from her flowers. Just at 
present she is raising pond lilies. They 
are planted in old tubs and half barrels 
in tho back yard. When their season is 
over — bnt she contrives by close atten- 
tion to make tho soasou for them last 
several weeks — sho turns to her tube- 
roses, for which she gets about a cent 
each. 

Of course women who havo plenty of 
money to start into business with can 
get along the same as men, but to get 
the few dollars to start with — that is 
tho rub. T. W. GLOVER. 

A CHIEF OF INDIANS. 



Jtut Sirs. Harriet Maxwell Converse Is a 
Cultured White Lady. 

The only whito woman legally accord- 
ed full rights and privileges by valid 
recognition as chief, custodian and ad- 
viser of the Six Nations is Mrs. Harriet 
Maxwell Converse, who was bom in 
Elmira, N. Y., but for many years has 
resided in New York city. 

For threo generations her family has 
been accepted as the guardian and true 
friend of tho American Indian. Her 
grandfather was adopted by the Senecas 
in 1702 and called "Ty-wo" (honest 
trader). After his death her father was 
made a member of the Deer clan in 
180-1, receiving tho name of Ha-je-noh 
(bravest boy). In 1880 Mrs. Converse 
was publicly adopted in tho Seneca tribe 
and mado chief of the Snipe clan, giving 
her tho Indian name of the stepdaughter 
of Red Jacket, which is Ga-ya-nos-ha-oh, 
and signifies "the bearer of tho law." 
Sho is therefore a member of the coun- 
cils of tho Six Nations. 

Mrs. Converso is a loyal chief, and 
for her faithful work in legislature in 
protecting their original landed inter- 
ests and territorial boundaries sho re-

wa-uoh (she watches for us), conferred 
and signed Sept. !8, JR91, by the chiefs 
of Six Nations at Onondaga Castle, their 
national government house. 

As she is in possession of the Indian 
relics, heirlooms, wampum belts and 
other historical records of the different 
tribes, she. has a most valuable collec- 
tion, whose intrinsic worth is recognized 
to perpetuate their habits, customs, 
deeds of valor and romantic legends. 

Mrs. Converse considers tho historical 
and national wampum belts the most 
valuable relics in her possession. They 
are wor h about $60,000, but aro be- 
yond any price. They are centuries old, 
and in the rows of wampum beads, their 
color and. arrangement, chronicle impor- 
tant events and eras in their domestic 
and civ.l government. The reader of 
these bolts is a most important person- 
age in the tribe, generally transmitting 
this sacred charge for centuries to a spe- 
cial member of one clan, who is instruct- 
ed privately for this office. Mrs. Con- 
verse is a reader of these belts, and with 
great feeling translates this history of 
different periods and important events. 

Personally Mrs. Converse lias an in- 
dividuality exclusively her own ; she has 
a sympathetic nature, true in her friend- 
ships; has liberal, progressive ideas, a 
mind which readily grasps complex and 
scientific subjects, strong in reasoning 
powers ; a gentle, affectionate heart, re- 
sponsive only to nobleness in work and 
attachment. She lias traveled extensive- 
ly in both continents. 

Mrs. Converse is a graceful, versatile 
writer o. prose and poetry. She has pub- 
lished a book of poems entitled 
"Sheaves," tho exquisite verses attract- 
ing the attention of Longfellow and 
Whittier who personally wrote her let- 
ters of praise and thanks for this addi- 
tion of chaste thought in poetic form to 
the presont day and generation.

FOR FAIR BICYCLISTS 



COMFORTABLE, SAFE AND PICTUR- 
ESQUE GARMENTS DESCRIBED. 

The So Called Advanced Costumes Favor- 
ed—The Secret of Perfect Dwuini;— Suit- 
able Goods mill Colors— Sanbonneta and 
Caps— Storm Clonks nod Gloves.

Bioyclo riding has taken such a largo 
placo in public attention that nothing 
said about it can come amiss, particular- 
ly when it is something intended to add 
to the comfort or safety of vho fair rid- 
ers. The time has gone past when any 
ono can sneer at bloomers or knicker- 
bockers, for a refined lady wears them 
in such a way that they are so much a 
part of herself that no one thinks about 
thorn two way or another. It is not so 
much what, one wears as how one wears 
it that makes the difference between wo-

men on and off their wheels. The bloom- 
er and the special costume for cycling 
had their origin abroad, and our young 
ladies were slow to follow the leaders. 
The foreign costumers have advanced 
considerably in the matter of providing 
safe, neat and picturesque garments, and 
today in Berlin and Paris and along the 
Riviera one sees really beautiful outfits 
made so by their suitability for the. pur- 
pose. Certainly there are extremists who 
woar the pantalou collant, with a very 
short jacket, or quite as often simple 
blouse or fancy sweater, but the major- 
ity prefer the looso trousers called bloom- 
ers. Here we mora often call them 
knickerbockers. 

In Paris now oue can purchase an on- 
tiro outfit, which I shall describe at 
length, for the secret of perfect dressing 
is to have everything in keeping. In the 
first place, wo may say that tho wise 
young lady does not choose hex outfit for 
ono hour or one day. Sho looks forward 
to a whole season, and whilo no ono 
cares to add to tho weight she has to 
propel the additional weight of a few 
necessary things is entiroly forgotten in 
the comfort. To begin with, there is a 
small waterproof bag niado so as to lie 
out flat when unrolled. This has several 
compartments, in which can be placed 
the jacket and comb, soap knife and 
fork, a collapsible drinking cup and two 
or three clean handkerchiefs. There is 
now a dainty little sonboonet of batiste 
in some light and becoming color, and 
this will fold almost as small as a hand- 
kerchief. For long sunny rides, where 
dust flies into tho ears, hair and neck, 
these sun bonnets aro such a relief and 
protection. They aro pretty too. Tho f ait- 
wearer can wear a cap or other head- 
gear while in the city limits if she likes, 
but tho sunbonnet takes its place when 
on tho long, dusty roads. 

When all the little belongings aro 
snugly packed in tho pockets of tho bag, 
it can be tightly rolled and strapped to 
the handlebar. Theso bags have a loath - 
er haudlo fastened to ono part so that 
they can bo carried if so preferred. Tho 
tiny tool box and lamp are kept in their 
usual places Somo of tho wheels have 
a little square canopy parasol, but it is 
said that these impede travel consider- 
ably. There is a jointed parasol of black 
silk, the end of which is fastened to a 
clamp attached to a strong belt. This is 
in uso abroad to quite an extent. 

Few ladies wear corsets on tho whoel, 
or at least tho regulation style. A very 
useful and comfortable substitute for 
corsets is found in a stiffened belt, which 
is pointed front :uid back. This holds 
tho waist snugly and comfortably. This 
has a front made much like the health 
corsets, and there aro straps going from 
the shoulders to the belt, uud they are 
made adjustable by means of eyolots 
and hooks. There are buttons to which 
tho trousers can bo attached. Over this 
corset waist is drawn a sweater with 
short sleeves, and over this the skirt is 
fastened, and the jacket comes last. This 
suit is intended to bo worn with tho 
jacket; otherwise the sweater sleoves 
must, bo long and looso. 

Tho neatest, most compact and be- 
coming suit of this kind had knicker- 
bockers of dark blue cravauetted serge, 
which is waterproof, whilo as light as 
ordinary serge. Tho leggings wore of 
the same material. Tho skirt reached

about live inches below tho kneo and 
was tailor stitched above tho hem. On 
the right side there was a pockot sot on 
like thoso in msu's hunting coats. Tho 
jacket was so arranged that it could 
button across in double breasted stylo 
or could bo left open down tho front. It 
was finished wit h two rows of stitching. 

Many ladies do not like tho sweators, 
;uid they wear tho jaunty norfolk jack- 
ets, either belted in or left loose. To

Hum up, tho bicycle costume should bo 
light, strong and calculated to resist tho 
elements as much as possible If a lady 
wants to look her best on a wheel, she 
must pay strict attention to all the do- 
tails. Her undergarments must be flex- 
ible, yet firm, her shoes strong and adapt- 
ed to the purpose and looso enough for 
perfect comfort. Her stockings must be 
thick, as she should remember that her 
legs are more exposed than any part of 
her body, and sho is liable to take cold, 
and neat leggings, either laced or but- 
toned, are do rigueur. Every button, cord 
or pin should bo solid and strong, and 
tho hair should bo dressed in as snug 
and close a fashion as possible. Somo 
silk nets aro now made which cover the 
entire head, coming down over tho fore- 
head to restrain the bang in form of a 
veil. The whole is gathered under the 
knot in the back. This is a real boon to 
any woman whoso hair is "endy. " 

Tho dark blue drab, mud brown and 
dust colors aro by all means the host and 
most suitable for cycling costumes, but 
very many new snits have boon made of 
gray and also of dull garnet and moss 
green. A very handsome suit was made 
of olive green corded velntina. The skirt 
and leggings were of the same, and so 
was the snug double, breasted Eton jack- 
et. This opened over a silk blouse of 
palo blue. There was a littlo joeke.v: csfti 
of tho same velntina. This material 
strong, and it does not crease or lose jts ' 
rich firmness. It can be obtained in all 
sorts of colors suitable for such rough 
work as riding a wheel, but. it is rather 
a heavy stuff. Still, if one wants an 
everlasting suit, this will till tho want. 

There remains but ono more toilet 
requisite, and that is the gloves. The 
thick suedes are worn, so are dogskin, 
but the most stylish of all are the gaunt- 
let gloves, where tho gauntlet cuffs are 
about four to live inches deop. (-rood 
sense has decreed that tho gloves should 
bo in an indescribable color, made of the 
tints left by mud, fruit stains, dnst and 
perspiration all mingled in one. These 
aro not handsome, but they are useful. 

There are some very pretty little storm 
capes of oravanette lined with plaid silk.

LIVING UP TO AN EDUCATION. 



~ • #\ 

How 11 Good Servnnt May He Turned Into 
a Mad Muster, 

The question of tho higher education 
of women, although practically settled 
a long tiino ago, is still brought up oc- 
casionally by malcontonts who do not 
know when thoy aro beaten, and moro 
rarely by persons w T ho have had experi- 
ence of individual cases whoro tho plan 
of woman's higher education did not 
work well. Even tlio firmest friends of 
education have to admit that now and 
then its effect is not entirely satisfactory; 
that it sometimes makes a solf sufficient 
woman overbearing and imbues a nar- 
row minded ono with tho conviction 
that socially ;uid intellectually there is 
no life worth speaking of outside tho 
collegiate circle. 

A woman whose education has disa- 
greed with her in any way is an excep- 
tion, but such exceptions do oxist. The 
ill consequences may be visiblo in tho 
form of vanity and self glorification, or 
as a tendency to domineer, or even in 
a desire to instruct everybody. 

The unfavorable symptom most trying 
to tho woman herself, however, and to 
those about her is tho feeling that she 
must live up to her education, as it 
wore, and rule her lifo according to 
books ; that the ordinary pleasures and 
pains of the great bulk of humanity 
must be kept at u distance, uud that she 
must sedulously suppress all of her own 
natural tastes and propensities that do 
not happen to square with the conven- 
tional intellectual standard she had 
adopted. Instead of appreciating tho fact 
that the object of education of any sort 
is to broaden and deepen one's percep- 
tions of the realities of life and to enu- 
blo one to deal with them wisely, she 
converts it into a strait waistcoat, ham- 
pering her natural freedom of thought 
and action. She praises or condemns 
according as tho critical authorities sho 
has studied praise or condemn, although 
critical anthorit ies have sometimes prov- 
ed themselves woefully mistaken. 

She assumes that the society of col- 
logo brod individuals or of thoso who 
have achieved a name iH alono worth 
having, whereas exporionco teaches the 
candid mind that persons of prominence 
are frequently much less agreoable and 
stimulating companions than those to 
fame unknown. Sho ignores tho possi- 
bility that thero may bo moro in ii|e 
than her collogo philosophy dreams of. 
Sho is on tho lookout continually for 
solecisms of all kiiids and is of an In- 
flamed sensitiveness regarding them, 
whether they bo real or imaginary » do- 
spising at once whomever slip fanoics 
guilty of ono and miserable if sho makes 
any trifling mistake horsolf. Sho judgos 
by tho polish of the stono rather than by 
its intrinsic value. Sho considors ifc duo 
to hor education to follow some profes- 
sion, and if sho has no dofinito call in 
any direction as a woman of this tem- 
perament seldom has, sho is proyod upon 
by her inability to decido what to do 
and by tho feeling that sho is not ful- 
filling tho obligation her college course 
has laid upon her. 

In short, sho turns what should bo a 
good servant into a bad master and 
strikes a blow at the cause she is so anx- 
ious to uphold by convincing her friends 
that tho higher education is a vast mis- 
tako, and that tho less a woman knows 
the better for herself and othors.
